JAMES  R.  LEAMING,  M.  D. 


The  late  Dr.  James  R.  Leaming  was  not  only  distinguished  as  one 
of  the  foremost  physicians  of  this  country  but  was  almost  as  widely 
known  as  a devoted  collector  of  works  of  art,  for  which  he  possessed 
an  instinctive  and  sympathetic  yearning.  For  many  yer.rs  he  found 
relief  from  the  strain  of  his  extensive  and  exacting  professional  practice 
in  the  gratification  of  his  aesthetical  tastes ; and,  year  by  year,  his  col- 
lection grew  in  extent,  importance  and  value.  Every  discovery  of  a 
gem,  every  addition  to  his  collection,  was  to  him  a source  of  sincere 
delight.  And  the  contemplation  of  his  pictures,  the  study  of  their 
beauties,  and  the  investigation  into  their  origin  and  the  romances  asso- 
ciated with  the  histories  of  the  artists,  solaced  such  portion  of  his  life 
as  he  did  not  devote  to  adding  to  his  treasures. 

His  most  distinct  predilection  was  for  the  works  of  the  older  mas- 
ters, irrespective  of  nationality  or  school.  He,  in  fact,  looked  at  the 
picture  itself  rather  than  at  its  nativity.  But  he  also  acquired  a num- 
ber of  modern  works,  many  of  decided  merit ; and,  until  his  death, 
surrounded  by  his  prized  and  familiar  artistic  memorials,  he  kept  them 
by  him,  with  an  affection  that  did  not  admit  even  of  the  thought  of 
parting  with  a single  one. 

The  collection  now  offered  to  the  discriminating  collector  and  the 
appeciative  public,  will,  however,  speak  for  itself  in  its  own  honor  and 
in  that  of  the  cultured  amateur  who  formed  it.

4.  No  sale  of  an  article  to  l>e  set  aside  on  account  of  any  fault 
or  any  error  ill  description — the  undersigned  not  being  responsible  for 
the  correct  description,  genuineness  or  authenticity  of,  or  of 
any  fault  or  defect  in  any  lot,  and  making  no  warranty  what- 
ever. All  articles  are  on  public  view  one  or  more  days,  and  are 
SOLD  JUST  AS  THEY  ARE,  without  recourse. 

5.  Buyers  to  pay  for  all  lots  purchased  in  full  before  any  one  or  more  lots 
will  be  delivered.

David  Teniers,  the  younger,  was  born  at  Antwerp  in  1610. 
He  was  taught  painting  by  his  father  and  by  Adrian 
Brouwer.  He  was  appointed  Court  Painter  to  the  Arch- 
duke Leopold  William,  Governor  of  the  Spanish  Neth- 
erlands. His  works  were  eagerly  sought  after  and  their 
merits  highly  apppreciated.  He  died  at  Brussels  in 
1649,  and  was  buried  in  Perth.  Teniers,  though  a 
Fleming  by  birth,  belongs  rather  to  the  Dutch  school 
in  style.  Some  of  his  pictures  are  solidly  executed, 
while  others  are  so  thinly  painted  that  the  ground  is  in 
many  parts  barely  covered.  He  is  said  to  have  com- 
menced and  finished  pictures  of  the  latter  class  at  a 
single  sitting.  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  says  of  him,  His 
handling  has  perhaps  never  been  equaled.  There  is  in 
his  pictures  that  exact  mixture  of  softness  and  sharp- 
ness which  is  difficult  to  execute.”

Phillip  Wouverman,  one  of  the  most  popular  of  the 
Dutch  painters,  was  born  at  Haarlem  in  1620  ; a pu- 
pil of  Jan  Wynants.  The  pictures  of  Wouverman 
are  held  in  the  highest  estimation.  They  usually 
represent  hunting  and  hawking  parties,  horse  fairs, 
encampments,  halts  of  travelers,  and  other  subjects 
into  which  he  could  introduce  horses,  which  he  de- 
signed with  a correctness  and  a spirit  that  has  never 
been  equaled.  He  died  at  Haarlem  May  19,  1668.

His  manner  of  paint- 
ing was  original,  representing  landscapes  of  delightful 
scenery,  decorated  with  pleasing  groups  of  figures  and 
cattle.  His  compositions  are  admirably  arranged,  and 
he  has  given  to  every  figure  as  much  of  ease  and  ele- 
gance as  it  would  admit.  The  light  floating  of  his  clouds, 
the  transparency  of  the  water,  and  the  admirable  per- 
spective are  not  surpassed  by  any  of  his  countrymen. 
The  management  of  light  and  shadow,  and  the  distribu- 
tion of  his  masses,  are  conducted  with  great  skill.

Claude  Loraine  was  born  in  the  small  town  of  Champagne, 
in  the  diocese  of  Toul,  Loraine,  in  the  year  1600.  His 
first  lesson  in  art  he  obtained  from  his  brother,  who  was 
an  engraver  on  wood.  From  this  beginning  he  became 
one  of  the  great  masters  of  the  world.  He  drew  the 
most  beautiful  groups  of  trees  so  accurately  that  the  dif- 
ferent species  could  at  once  be  distinguished.  Every 
beautiful  appearance  in  the  sky,  every  curious  tinge  of 
light  on  all  kinds  of  objects  he  marked  in  his  sketches 
of  similar  colors.  His  pictures  are  enriched  with  palaces, 
temples  and  other  noble  edifices,  and  the  ruins  of 
ancient  mighty  structures  are  so  appropriately  intro- 
duced and  composed  of  so  much  skill  and  taste  that  it 
is  easy  to  imagine  that  they  had  once  existence  at  some 
glorious  era  of  the  Greek  or  Roman  States.  He  died  on 
the  2 1 st  of  November,  1682.  The  above  painting  has 
been  injured  in  the  restoration.

BROUWER  (Adrian)

Adrian  Brouwer  was  born  at  Haarlem  in  1 608.  His  parents 
were  extremely  poor,  and  his  mother  sold  to  the  peasants 
bonnets  and  handkerchiefs,  which  the  young  Adrian 
painted  with  flowers  and  birds.  He  became  a pupil  of 
Franz  Hals,  a distinguished  painter  of  Haarlem,  and 
gained  the  friendship  of  Adrian  Van  Ostade,  who  was 
a fellow  pupil ; also  that  of  Rubens,  who  took  him  into 
his  own  house  The  subjects  of  Brouwer  were  of  the 
lowest  order,  representing  the  frolics  of  his  pot  com- 
panions, but  his  expression  is  so  lively  and  characteristic, 
his  coloring  so  brilliant,  and  the  passions  and  move- 
ments of  his  figures  so  admirably  expressed  that  his 
works  have  elicited  the  applause  of  the  world.  He  fell 
a victim  to  his  vicious  habits  in  1640,  at  the  age  of  32.

Richard  Wilson  was  born  in  1713,  at  Pinegas,  Mont- 
gomeryshire, England.  He  commenced  his  career  as  a 
portrait  painter,  but  in  1749,  when  he  went  to  Italy,  by 
the  advice  of  Joseph  Vernet,  he  turned  his  attention  to 
landscape  painting.  He  was  one  of  the  original  thirty- 
six  members  of  the  Royal  Academy.  The  style  of  Wil- 
son is  altogether  original,  following  Nature  as  his  guide. 
He  adopted  a varied  and  interesting  manner,  distin- 
guished for  his  boldness  and  fidelity  to  Nature,  yet  en- 
tirely classical.  He  died  1782

Thomas  Gainsborough  was  born  at  Sudbury,  in  Suffolk, 
England,  in  1727.  At  the  age  of  14  years  he  became 
the  pupil  of  Gravelot.  then  of  Sir  Francis  Heyman, 
like  Gainsborough  himself  one  of  the  original  members 
of  the  Royal  Academy.  His  reputation  was  such  that 
he  was  considered  at  one  time  the  rival  of  Sir  Joshua 
Reynolds  in  portraits,  and  of  Richard  Wilson  in  land- 
scape painting.  He  exhibited  altogether  ninety-six 
works  at  the  Academy.  He  died  in  London,  August  2, 
1788.

Adrian  Van  Ostade,  a pre-eminent  Dutch  painter,  born  at 
Lubeck  in  1610,  and  studied  under  Francis  Hals,  whose 
works  were  then  in  high  repute.  He  was  a fellow  stu- 
dent of  Adrian  Brouwer.  He  had  great  talents  and  a 
lively  genius,  and  adopted  a style  peculiar  to  himself,  in 
which  he  equaled  the  best  masters  of  his  own  country. 
His  subjects  are  always  taken  from  low  life,  and  usually 
represent  interiors  of  kitchens,  ale-houses,  with  Dutch 
peasants  smoking,  dancing  and  regaling  themselves, 
drunken  frolics  or  quarrels.  His  coloring  is  rich  and 
clear  and  glowing,  and  though  his  pictures  have  the 
most  polished  finishing,  his  touch  is  free  and  spirited, 
and  wonderfully  neat,  and  there  is  such  a harmony  in 
the  tone  of  coloring  as  captivates  the  beholder.  The 
above  painting,  pronounced  by  good  judges  of  art  a 
genuine  Van  Ostade,  was  formerly  the  property  of 
Thomas  Walsh,  the  well  known  author  and  former  Min- 
ister to  France.  When  his  collection  of  paintings  was 
sold  the  New  York  Journal  of  Commerce  declared  that 
’most  every  one  of  the  paintings  was  a genuine  master.

Murillo  was  born  at  Pilas,  a small  town  about  five  leagues 
from  Seville,  on  the  1st  of  January,  1613.  His  first 
great  work  was  a fresco  in  the  convent  of  San  Francisco, 
consisting  of  sixteen  compartments,  in  one  of  which  is 
his  great  picture  of  St.  Thomas,  of  Villanuevo.  distribut- 
ing alms  to  the  poor.  He  resided  most  of  his  time  at 
Seville,  where  he  executed  many  works,  not  only  for  the 
churches  but  for  private  collections.

Peter  Paul  Rubens,  the  pre-eminent  painter  and  scholar, 
was  born  at  Cologne  on  the  feast  day  of  St.  Peter  and 
St.  Paul,  1577.  His  father  was  one  of  the  chief  magis- 
trates of  the  city  of  Antwerp.  Rubens  was  undoubtedly 
one  of  the  inost  original  painters  that  ever  lived,  and  his 
subjects  were  unlimited.  He  painted  history,  portraits, 
landscapes,  animals,  fruit  and  flowers.  The  pictures  of 
Rubens  have  this  effect  on  the  spectator,  that  he  feels 
himself  in  nowise  disposed  to  pick  out  the  defects. 
Many  of  the  great  works  of  Rubens  have  suffered 
greatly  from  the  effects  of  time,  like  those  of  other  great 
masters,  but  more  from  improper  cleaning  and  unskil- 
ful restoration,  in  my  humble  opinion.  There  are  in 
the  various  collections  of  old  masters  in  New  York  to- 
day more  than  one  million  dollars’  worth  of  old  pictures 
that  have  been  ruined  by  the  so-called  picture  restorers, 
especially  in  retouching  injured  parts,  by  which  the 
original  harmony  of  coloring  has  been  destroyed.  Ru-
